Millions of Canadians show their 
good sense by preferring to pay the prem- 
lums rather than do without the protection 

But today every person in Canada who 
has saved something from his earnings 
and every person who can save someth 
from his future earnings, is offered the 
opportunity to secure insurance against 
the worst that could befall him and his 
family—and to get paid for doing so 

Starting today, Canadians are being 
asked to lend their idle money to the Gov- 
ernment. For the use of the money they 
will get interest at the rate of 3 per cent 
per vear, and the money will be returned 
in full when the bonds fall due. The sum 
of $1,350,000,000 has been named as the 
minimum amount wanted. But there isn't 
any top limit. The offer is wide open, and 
any person can buy as many bonds as he 
wants to. 

The money is required to finish the job 
of disposing of the Axis conspiracy; to 
make sure that the Nazis will not do in 
Canada what they are doing today in 
Holland; that the Japs will not do in Ed- 
monton what they did in Manila. That the 
job can be finished in both theatres is now 
beyond doubt, but the knock-out blows are 
costing money and will continue to cost 
money. This 8th Victory Loan will supply 
the funds to enable Canada to be there at 
the finish “‘all out.” 

If this were all that is involved, the in- 
surance would be worth whatever value 
the individual Canadian places upon his 
life and that of his family, the property 
they have, and his and their immunity 
from slavery, torture and humiliation. But 
this is not all the protection we are offered 
in return for lending money which we can 
spare and receiving interest for its use 

On Wednesday of this week a confer- 
ence is to open at San Francisco where 
delegates representing 44 countries and 
three-quarters of the world’s population 
will plan the establishment of a world se- 
curity organization, to make certain that 
would-be conquerors wil] not again at- 
tempt to drown civilization in its own 
blood. That conference is the direct out- 
come of the Axis drive for world power. It 
is only possible because Canadians and the 
other Allied peoples have raised and sup- 
ported fighting forces strong enough to 
stop the drive and smash the conspiracy. 
Security to be thus gained, for our chil- 
dren and their children, is part and parcel 
of the protection we and our associate 
nations are to get for providing the means 
—human, materia] and financial—to make 
a security plan possible. 

No greater insurance bargain was ever 
offered to the people of any country than 
has been offered to Canadians, and is 
again offered them, in the shape of Victory 
Loan bonds. Insurance against the Axis 
and against another world war would be 
cheap at any price. Insurance plus 3 per 
cent interest on the money invested is not 
only costless, but immediately and directly 
profitable.

Mr. King pointed out that the 
Commonwealth is not a nation but 
a fraternity of nations who are b) 
formal definition and long practice 
“autonomous communities.” There 
had never been a serious attempt 
to make the Commnonwealth a 
single personality. It had never 
been done in the League of Nations 
or an) subsidiary agencies 
and had never been suggested as 
upplying in the inter-governmental 
bodies created during the present 
war. We could not now, said Mr 
King, turn back upon our history. 
Why should the Conservative party 
seek to undo the work of Sir Rob- 
ert at the 1919 peace conference; 
the work of the Imperial Confer- 
ences of 1923 and 1926; and the 
Statute of Westminister.

At best, action would be delayed 
and blurred. At worst, the Com- 
monwealth would become impotent 
or perhaps disrupted 


Mr. Claxton dealt with the same 
point but in a different way. He 
showed by quotation from British 
statesmen, that the government of 
the United Kingdom insisted upon 
freedom to act for itself. If the 
Dominions cared to tag along, well 
and good. But so far as the United 
Kingdom is concerned, the voice 
must be the voice of the British 
government, not of the Common- 
wealth. The quotation here was 
from Mr. Asquith in a speech deal- 
ing with an earlier attempt by New 
Zealand to achieve the single voice 
Present day British statesmen had 
pointed out the impossibility of 
having a government ad referendum 
in Lord Cranborne’s phrase) which 
would have to take a referendum 
of six governments before being 
able to act and then, perhaps, being 
paralyzed by conflicts of view 

Mr. Crerar recalled for the bene- 
fit of the Conservative party the 
consideration given by the Borden 
government, of which he was a 
member, to this question in 1918- 
19. Sir Robert had taken the posi- 
tion, and been supported whole- 
heartedly by his colleagues, that 
it would be “intolerable” if the 
Dominions which numbered their 
war dead by the hundred thou- 
sand, should stand outside the 
council chamber of the peace con- 
ference. The advance to national 
recognition had been “rough and 
thorny” and was only achieved by 
“unfaltering persistence and un- 
ceasing effort.” These were direct 
quotations from Sir Robert 

And then came the clincher. As 
has been shown, the desire for a 
single Commonwealth voice among 
the Conservatives springs out of 
twin fears. The Conservatives fear 
that the Big Three will compete 
not co-operate and. therefore, they 
want to bulk the Dominions in 
with the United Kingdom that 
the U.K.’s hand may be strength- 
ened “against” the other two. Also 
they fear that unless Canada is 
tied tightly to the apron strings 
of the United Kingdom, there may 
be a disagreement in policy be- 
tween this country and the United 
Kingdom 

Mr. Crerar dealt with this by 
reading the following extract from 
Sir Robert Borden's Memoirs 
“There was intense surprise at 
Geneva, with many echoes abroad 
when Canadian delegates put for- 
ward views quite opposed to those 
of the British delegation in the 
first assembly of the League of 
Nations.”

The Conservatives had no answer 
to these observations of their form 
er leader. 

There was, however, one aspect 
of this single-voice controversy 
which received no mention in the 
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debate. Mr. King seemed to regard 
the intrusion of the single-voice 
theory as facetious. He evidently 
did not believe that Conservatives | 
meant what they were saying but, 
rather, were intent only upon mak- 
ing it appear as if the government | 
is unfriendly to the rest of the 
Commonwealth. “Hon. gentlemen,” 
he said, “ would throw all that” 
(the achievement of nationhood) 
“away for the sake of having it 
appear that in some way this 
government is lukewarm to the | 
Commonwealth. They would undo | 
all this work in seeking to do 
injury to the government.” | 

He emphasized that the Com- 
monwealth has had no difficulty | 
in collaborating and “that all the | 
self-governing nations of the family 
were pursuing and would continue 
te pursue the same broad objectives 
He cited this war as proof of what 
free peoples, freely associated 
could do in a common cause 

But he did not argue the obvious 
point that six governments, each 
of them with world-wide relation- 
ships, could do far more to attain 
common purposes by acting sep- 
arately and individually than they 
could as a single entity. Their in- 
fluence was multiplied by reason | 
of their individuality. Far from 
being a cause of weakness, the 
autonomy of the British nations is 
a source of greater strength.

Thus encouraged and drunk with 
power, the man of books grows 
bolder, enlarges his depredations 
plays havoc in our public life, and

That England's mobilization for 
war has been far nearer complete 
than that of the United States is, 
of course, obvious. In age classifica- 
tions the army, the navy, the Royal 
Air Force and the Merchant Navy 
have reached up much higher than 
the American services, while under 


national service registration the war 
effort has extended much deeper 
into the ranks of the labor force of 
the United Kingdom 

In addition, Britain’s troops have 
been fighting much longer than the 
G.1.s, many thousands of them over- 
seas for five or even six years 
without home leave. All this make 
demobilization work a much more 
pressing problem and a more diffi- 
cult one in England than in the 
United States 

Britain is not overlooking the 
fact that she has a major score 
yet to settle with Japan, but she 
is looking to a period of partial 
demobilization after victory in 
Europe, mainly to ease the severe 
manpower shortage in the United 
Kingdom and permit the wheels 
of civilian economy to begin turning 
once again 

Thus, although 500,000 men pro 
bably will be demobilized within 
four to six months after the master 
demobilization plan begins operat 
ing, the vast majority wiil come 
out on a priority basis, to resume 
work in the construction trades or 
some other specific line of work 
for which men are needed

After six years of war it is 
only natural that the British people 
are all but jumping the gun on 
the start of demobilization. But the 
best judgment is that at least two 
or three months will elapse after 
the war with Germany ends before 
the plan can begin operating and 
it may take longer than that. During 
those months the Imperial general 
staff will survey the requirements 
of the Japanese war and decide how 
men can be released.

Before completing arrangements to move to any of 
these districts, write to the Administrator for full parti-

LORD LOVAT SCOUTS TRAINING IN JASPER—Before they went into action in the 


Alps, the famous Lord Lovat Scouts came over to Canada and spent a winter in Jasper 
National Park training for mountain warfare. Originally a cavalry outfit and retain- 
ing such cavalry terms as “trooper” and “squadron’’, the Scouts, privately maintained by 
Lord Lovat, took to skis (which they nicknamed “torture sticks’) and such modern 
equipment as “‘weasels"’. The Canadian Army loaned men to handle transport, engineer- 


ing and messing, and some 80 ski instructors and other alpine experts RAF, RCAF 
and United States Army and Air Force specialists in winter warfare were associated with 
them in their training. Headquarters were established at Jasper Park Lodge (in pre-war 


days a famous resort hotel but closed for the duration) and outlying camps were set up 
throughout the Athabaska Valley in the Tonquin, at Maligne Lake and the Columbia Ice 
field In their intensive training, the Scouts gave secret equipment, special clothing and 
rations a real winter test, at high altitudes and in temperatures as cold as 40 b w zere 
The troopers. went on long ski treks, climbed mountains, spent nights in snow holes, and
